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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment to claim 14 materially alters the scope of the claims which at least, requires further 
consderation. In addition Applicant's argument to improper finality of the office action mailed May 25, 2004 is not persuasive since the 
new grounds of rejection presented in the office action mailed May 25, 2004 were necessitated by the amendment to claim 14 presented 
March 8, 2004 (the addition of the term homogenous further amending claim 14). It should be apparent from the record that this 
amendment to claim 14 further limited the claim to a homogenous microporous membrane and that the term homogenous was added to 
the claim to define the instant claimed invention over the prior art of record presented in the first office action mailed December 15, 2003.
